“ A s it is impossible to secure 
either a general tree trade measure 
or a general low tariff bill, I have 
made up my mind that the only 
feasible plan for curing the most 
outrageous fea’ ure^ of the Dingley 
bill is to attack them in detail. 
The white paper trust is no worse 
than lots of other trusts created 
and 
fostered 
by 
our 
stake-and- 
ridered high protective tariff. 
But 
I have some iiopes of breaking the 
ice with this bill, because all the 
newspaper publishers in the land, 
except those who are partners in 
the tiust, are directly interested in 
smashing the trust and breaking 
down the tariff, which creates the 
trust, and tlie editors of these same 
papers 
are 
not 
mealy 
mouthed 
about 
expressing 
tiieir opinion. 
Perhaps they will create a public 
sentiment strong enough to pene­ 
trate tlie walls of the capitol and 
cause enough republicans to vote 
for my bill.

McGovern, the Fighter, Is Cer­ 
tainly a Wonder. 


HE HAS NO RIVAL NOW. 


Geo, Siler Says the Success of the 
Little Champion Is Due to His 
Straigrht Punches. 


George Siler, 
the well known 


referee, discusses the methods of 


Terry McGovern as follows : 


“ It appears as though Feather­ 


weight Terry M cGovern will revo­ 


lutionize the boxing world, as did 


John L. 
Sullivan 
tw enty years 


ago. 
This may seem strange 
to 


the followers of the game, but it 


is, nevertheless, the case. 


In last Sun day’ s letter I dwelt 
^Bome on the style of the present 


day boxer as compared with that 


of the men before the days of Sul­ 


livan. 
M y argument was in favor 


of straight arm hitting, and I illus­ 


trated as explicity as I could the 


greater benefits derived from the 


style of hitting than by swinging 


blows, so much in vogue today. 


T h e majority of pugilists of today, 


like Sullivan, depend on knocking 


out their opponents with swinging 


blows, and, as they have been more 


or less successful, I presume they 


will continue to swing until they 


learn other methods. 


“ Sullivan, with powerful arms, 


and being a terrific hitter, was in 


a class by himself at that style of 


^ boxing, and the fact that he was 


successful does not make it neces­ 


sarily follow that every boxer, irre­ 


spective of weight, strength and 


hitting powers, can or will be suc­ 


cessful. 
Straight arm hitting, in 


which the forearm plays an impor­ 
tant 
part, 
pugilists 
will 
learn, 
sooner or later, 
is the right and 
only 
good 
method. 
A s 
stated 
above, M cGovern will revolution­ 
ize the boxing world simply be­ 
cause he has the right method of 
hitting, as the following will tes- 
. t i f y : 
“ W hile in 
Cincinnati a short 
time ago I met Frank Kelly, who 
managed K id 
M c C o y before the 
K id was considered a topnotcher. 
^ 
In speaking of fights and fighters 
K elly s a id : 
‘The last time I metJMcCoy he 
d M cG o vern ’s style of hitting 
1^ was the best he had ever witnessed, 
and that he intended practicing it 
and fighting along the same lines.’ 
“ That, coming from so scientific 
a man as M c C o y , is proof positive 
that Terry has the right idea. Since 
then I have met a number of good 
fighters, to all of whom I have put 
this question, ‘ H o w does M c G o v ­ 
ern settle his men so quickly.’ 
“ It was only yesterday I met 
Jack Root, the cleverest middle­ 
weight in the west, and he said, 
‘ N o more clinching when I get into 
close quarters for me.’ 
“ ‘ W h at do you intend doing?’ I 


asked. 
“ ‘F igh t myself free, of course, 
just as M cG o v ein does.’ 
“ Doesn’ t this 
look 
as though 
y T e r r y ’s style would be adopted and 
revolutionize boxing? 
“ I received several letters dur­ 
ing the last week anent m y last 
letter, 
principally from 
old-time 
boxers, and all requesting me to 
explain w h y the boxer of today 
leads with either left or right and 
then clinches, while the old-timers 
always avoided clinching by hit­ 
ting and then stepping out of dis­ 


tance. 
“ M y answer to those questions 
is that the majority of present day 
boxers invariably spread their legs 
too far, making it almost impossi­ 
ble to get back after a lead, and 
also that when 
leading 
they at 
times permit the 
upper part of 
their body to extend too far for- 
^ ward, causing them to overbalance

a clinch. 
“ For the benefit of the uninitia­ 
ted I will state that to avoid falling 
into a clinch after leading, keep 
your head on a direct line with 
your left foot after stepping in to 
hit, and that will keep your body 
property balanced and permit your 
getting back out of distance of your 
opponent after delivering a blow. 
“ Me jovern added another scalp 
to his belt last Friday night in the 
same old ‘jig time.’ 
His victim 
this time was that clever and suc­ 
cessful 
Chicago 
boxer, 
Harry 
Forbes, whom the ‘Brooklyn Ter­ 
ror’ put away in the second round. 
It was the same old story, fighting 
Terry at T erry’s own game— viz. : 
mixing 
matters. 
Forbes, 
like 
others that have tried to outslug 
McGovern, was outslugged. 
Ped­ 
lar Palmer, supposedly the shiftiest 
little 
fighter England ever 
pro­ 
duced, mixed it with Terry, and 
that settled him. 
“ Fight 
him 
at 
long 
range,” 
has been the cry whenever a new 
victim faced Terry, but as yet none, 
within the last six 
months, has 
been 
quick 
enough 
with 
either 
hands or feet to fight him at long 
range. 
W hat is the secret of suc­ 
cess? 
Is he quicker and cleverer 
than anybody else? 
There 
must 
be something. 
N o w , what is it? 
I 
doubt 
whether 
I can explain 
thoroughly, 
as 
I 
have seen him 
perform 
only 
three 
times. 
I ’ ve 
noticed, though, he can hit from 
from any position. 
B y doing so 
he can keep right on top of his 
opponent and slash 
away. 
The 
general run of boxers are forced to 
step in quite a distance before hit­ 
ting, and Terry keeps so close to 
an opponent the latter, 
unable to 
step in, is therefore unable to hit. 
He is up in the air, so to speak. 
“ That is one secret of M c G o v ­ 
ern’ s 
success. 
His 
others 
a r e : 
Hitting powers, made so by hitting 
to bring his forearm into p la y ; sci­ 
ence, and his ability to take a stitY 
punch. 
Pie does not, however, re­ 
ceive so many hard blows as one 
would surmise, for the simple rea­ 
son that by keeping within hitting 
distance of his opponent, the latter, 
by not being accustomed to hitting 
with any force without stepping in, 
naturally cannot hit with any force 
at close range. 
“ M cGovern’ s 
record for clean 
knockouts in short order is better 
than that of anv boxer in the world. 
His next and probably the most im­ 
portant battle in his short career 
will be with George Dixon, and 
will take place at the Broadway 
club January 9 next. 
In Dixon 
Terry will meet the best man of his 
weight in this or any other coun­ 
try, 
and the result of the contest 
will be looked forward to with in­ 
terest. 
“ D ixon ’s 
career 
is 
too 
well 
known by the followers of pugilism 
to be commented upon by me. 
He 
is undoubtedly 
the 
best 
of 
his 
weight that ever stepped into a 
ring, and if defeated I know he 
will be manly enough to acknowl­ 
edge it, as did Sullivan and Fitz­ 
simmons when they went down to 
defeat. 
“ There is a 
vast difference in 
the 
style 
of 
fighting 
between 
George and Terry. 
The 
latter’s 
method of fighting 
has been ex­ 
plained above. 
Dixon does a heap 
of swinging wi^h 
both 
left and 
right, but, like McGovern, he does 
little clinching. 
While a hard hit­ 
ter for his weight, I doubt much 
whether he has the same force be­ 
hind his blows as Terry— that is, 
judging from 
the 
knockouts 
at­ 
tributed 
to 
both 
niien. 
Dixon, 
however, may change his style of 
fighting, as he did when he met 
Erne the second time. 
“ In their 
first 
contest 
Dixon 
continually swung left and right 
for head and 
body. 
Erne 
soon 
solved his mode 
of 
attack 
and 
gained the decision. 
Dixon, how­ 
ever, changed his style at their 
second 
meeting, 
shifting 
from 
swings to straight hitting, and the 
result was 
he 
easily 
outpointed 
Erne and gained the decision. 
“ McGovern was installed a 100 
to 60 favorite after his defeat of 
Forbes, but this may shift before 
the day of battle to 100 to 80.”

BIG THING FOR THE 3IEN 


Items of Interest Picked Up from Va­ 
rious Sources for the Benefit 
of “ Democrat’' Readers. 


T h e n ew pension 
fund of 
the 


Pennsylvania really had its origin 


as far back as 1887. 
A t that time 


the regulations of the Pennsylvania 


railroad 
voluntary 
relief depart- 


ment were amended, when provis­ 


ions were made that any surplus 


arising from the relief department 


during 
periods 
of 
three 
years 


should be devoted for the 
promo­ 


tion of a fund for the benefit of su­ 


perannuated members. 


W h e n the matter was laid be­ 


fore the late President Roberts he 


objected, on the ground that no 


provision was made 
for employes 


w h o had been for years 
faithful 


servants of the com pany and had 


failed to connect themselves with 


the relief department. 


T h e committee of the board of 


directors 
having 
the 
matter 
in 


charge then conferred with the of­ 


ficers of the relief department, and 


some years later another plan on 


somewhat similar lines to the pres­ 


ent was laid before Mr. Roberts. 


T h a t plan required a yearly con­ 


tribution 
from 
the 
com pany 
of 


about 
$100,000, 
and 
this caused 


him to halt. 
Before he could final­ 


ly act in the matter his death inter­ 


vened. 
Th is brought on another 


delay. 
T h e matter was then laid before 


the 
late 
President Thomson, and 


follow in g out his predecessor’s con­ 
servative views, he likewise hesi­ 
tated before 
taking 
final 
action. 
A g a i n death stepped in to interfere 
w ith and delay the project. 
Several months after Mr. C a s ­ 
satt’ s induction into the presidency 
of the com pany the 
matter was 
taken up with him. 
H a v in g been 
a member of the committee 
of the 
board of 
directors that 
matter in charge under his 
imme­ 
diate 
predecessors, 
he 
was 
thor­ 
ou ghly familiar with 
every detail 
of it. 
T h e plan which met his a p ­ 
proval 
is decidedly more 
liberal 
than were the others. 
T h e fund for superannuated re­ 
lief members, which was the start­ 
ing point for the pension plan and 
w hich 
was 
never 
distributed, 
amounts to 
$700,000, 
bringing a 
revenue of $28,000 per year. 
This 
income w ill be distributed among 
such pensioners as 
were members

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A STORY OF INDIAN M AGIC 


Reliable Account of a Trick T hat Baffles 
Explanation. 
The following story of Indian 
magic is told me by the person to 
whom it was told by the late Lord 
Lytton. 
1 give it in my own words,,

reason that I have mislaid the !\IS. 
When in India Lord Lytton 
often 
sought out conjurers, but never saw 
anv but the usual feats, such as the 
mango-tree trick and the basket trick. 
The method in each case is known, or, 
at all events, plausible ex])lanations 
liave been given by ^Ir. i\Iaskelyne 
and other experts. 
On one occasion 
Lord Lvtton liked somethiner in the 
looks of the conjurer v;ho was per­ 
forming in an open space before his 
liouse. xVfter the ordinary exhibition 
V 
his lordship asked the magician if he 
could not do something more out of 
the common way. 
The man said he 
would try, and asked for a ring, which 
Lord Lytton gave him. He then re­ 
quested an officer to take in either 
hand a handful of seeds; one sort was 
sesame; the name of the other sort my 
informant does not know. 
Holding 
these seeds, and having the ring be­ 
tween his linger and thumb, the offi­ 
cer was to go to a well in the comer of 
the compound. 
He was to dispose ol 
the seeds in a certain way—I think 
%/ 
on the low wall round the well, into 
the depths of which he was to throw 
the ring. All this was done, and then 
the mage asked Lord Lytton where he 
w’ould like the ring to reappear? He 
answered, ‘hn his dispatch-box,’^ of 
which tlie key" was attached to his 
watch-chain, or, at all events, he had 
it with him on the spot. 
The dis­ 
patch-box was brought out; Lord 
Lytton opened it, and there was the 
ring. 
This trick would be easv if the 
%/ 
British officer was a confederate of 
the juggler .s, and if he possessed a du­ 
plicate key to the dispatch-box. 
In 
that case he would not throw the ring 
into the well, but would take it into 
the house, open the box, and insert the 
ring. 
But this explanation involves 
enormous improbabilities, while it 
is unlikely, again, that the conjurer 
hadmanaged toinserta duplicate ring 
into the dispatch-box before hand. 
Lord Lytton then asked the jug­ 
gler if he could repeat the trick. 
He 
answ'erod in the afflrmalive, and a 
lady lent another ring. Another offi­ 
cer took it, with the seeds, as before, 
and dropped the ring into the wcil. 
Tim countenance of the juggler al­ 
tered ill the pause which followed. 
Something, he said, had gone wrong; 
and he scorned agitated. Turning to 
the second officer, he asked: 
. 
‘^'Did you arrange the seeds as I 
bade you?” 
‘^'No,” said the officer, ‘^T thought 
that was all nonsense, and I threw 
them awry.”

The juggler seemed horrified. “ Do 
^you think I do this by myself?” he 
said; and, paclung up his apparatus, 
he briskly departed. 
The well was carefully dragged, and 
at last the lady’s ring brought to the 
surface. 
That ring, at least, had cer­ 
tainly been in the water. But had the 
first ring been as 
faithfully 
con­ 
signed to the deeps? Experts will be 
of various opinions as to that; yet the 
hypothesis of confederacy and of a du­ 
plicate key to the oispatch-hox is dif­ 
ficult. 
Of course, no report of a jug­ 
gling trick can be trustworthy.—

FRANCIS JOSEPHUS REIGN. 


The Dominating Influence of the Emper­ 
or of Austria. 
It is the rarest kind of tribute to 
personal worth tliat Francis Joseph 
should stand out 
after 
these 
50 
troublous years as the one point of 
agreement that is coiniiion to ail his 
peoples. 
Much of Lis aulliority is 
due to the great tragedies of his life; 
much also to the racial wranglings 
and cliques that by a process of ex­ 
haustion have liiied the monarchy 
above party in flu enee into a position 
of determinating iniluciiee; but more 
to the character of the cmjieror him­ 
self. 
It was many years before the 
real nature of tiiat charaeicr could 
make itself known. 
Fdiieaiion and 
surroundings liad made Francis Jo­ 
seph a bigot and an autocrat. The col­ 
lapse of the Hungarian revolt was fol­ 
lowed by ten years of pitiless reaction. 
The church and thcvariiiy were sum­ 
moned to make Cernían authority, 
the German language, and the Ger­ 
man bureaucracy paramount among 
30,000,000 aliens of Slav, Ural-Altaic 
and Latin extraction. 
Such an at­ 
tempt spelt absolutism in its crudest 
form. 
The Austrian empire of 40 
vears aero was in all its essentials a 
medieval state. 
The change came when, as a result 
of the French and Prussian wars, con­ 
stitutionalism took the place of au­ 
tocracy and the "‘principle of nation­ 
ality” was partly admitted. Her old 
rights of self-government were 
re­ 
stored to Hungary, and the Austrian 
empire converted into the dual mon­ 
archy. The great sacrifice once made, 
other reforms came more easily. Aus­ 
tria has grown 
toward 
liberalism 
since 18G0 with a rapidity that no 
other country has equaled.— Harper’s

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THE SHOE-LASTING MACHINE. 


A Wonderinl Invention Brought Out by 
a Young Negro. 
The opposition to machinery npon 
the part of labor, which has been so 
bitter among the shoemakers of New 
England and especially of Lynn, has 
entirely ceased, the labor organiza­ 
tions wdiich strove so hard to prevent 
its introduction having yielded to the 
inevitable, so that now amicable re- 
)iHtions exist between tho machinery 
makers and the labor unions. Nearly 
every factory in Lynn is introducing 
the hand-method lasting machines 
or ^‘^niggerheads’^ and dropping hand 
lasting or the tack-driving machines, 
Vthich were merely aids to the hand- 
laster. 
The ^^niggerhead’^ machine is the 
invention of a negro, Jan Ernest Mat- 
zeliger, wLo was born in Brazil, lie 
was the son of a Holland engineer 
sent.=to Brazil to look after the inter­ 
ests of his country there, and a na­ 
tive w'oman whom his father married 
shortly after arriving in Brazil. When 
a feoy he w’ent to w'ork in a machine 
jhop, and as a young man came to 
’Philadelphia, drifting from there to 
Lynn. He could hardly talk English 
when he came to this city, in 1878, 
but soon became a good English schol­ 
ar. 
Labor organizations in 
Lynn 
were then at the height of their pow­ 
er, and conflicts with the manufactur­ 
ers w^ere frequent. Matzeliger knew 
nothing about lasting, and was work­ 
ing a McKay stitcher and running a 
heel-burnishing machine. 
Irritated 
by the frequent strikes of the lasters 
in his factory, continually laying the 
factorv idle until their demands were 
satisfied, he expostulated with them 
and w'amed them that they could not 
•/ 
always carry matters w ith such a high 
hand. They told him that no machine 
could ever be invented which could 
/d o their w'ork, and while other 
Nbranches of the business might suffer, 
they coulddo what they pleased. The 
next time there was a strike 
they 
bantered him, and lie declared that 
he would put an end to their tyranny 
by making a machine which w’ould 
last shoes. 
In September, 1880, he completed 
the first wooden model of a machine 
which, when perfected, would make 
good his threat. Melville S. Nichols 
and C. H. Delano, two Lynn men, 
were taken into his confidence and 
became interested in the invention. 
As the inventor had no 
practical 
knowledge of lasting, there were many 
mistakes in the first machine, and it 
took two years to make a machine 
that would do 
satisfactory work. 
'When the drawings for the patents 
were sent to Washington the experts 
^leclarcd themselves unable to under­ 
s t a n d them, and one of them had to 
come to Lynn to study the machine. 
It was almost impossible to obtain the 
capital necessary to develop it, but 
the young colored man and his back­ 
ers persisted, making changes and im­ 
provements as defects were noticed,. 
Finally, when the success Avas as­ 
sured,^ six years after he had started 
on his invention, Matzeliger died, aged 
36 years. 
There is a school for teaching op­ 
erators how to run this machine, in 
Lynn, and shoe men from all over 
the world take a course at running it. 
It is almost human in its work, and 
although greatly improved, still re­ 
tains all the vital points of tlie young 
iiolored man’s invention. — Boston 
Transcript.

the country, is offset by' tlieir rutldess 
destruction of the giraffe from Capo 
Colony to Botletli river. 
If they 
killed G,000 liens in the Transvaal be­ 
fore existence was made safe, they 
may have killed 60,000 of the inno­ 
cent, graceful giraffes. In the early 
davs of South African history the 
giraffe was tlie most abundant game 
in the Transvaal, Matabcland and 
Orange Free State, but the creature 
has been killed off like our American 
buffalo, and the few remaining repre­ 
sentatives of a noble race gradually 
driven noHh. 
For years past tlie 
giraffe has been a profitable quarry for 
the Boer hunters, and the animal vras 
valued by them only because the liides 
were articles of commercial use. They 
were pot-hunted, shot down in droves 
and destroyed in the greatest number 
possible in every direction. The ex­ 
tinction of the animal in South Africa 
is now threatened, and its preserva­ 
tion by legislation comes when it is al­ 
most too late. In this respect, too, the 
brief history of tlie creature wdil re- 
ft/ 
semhle the story of our buffalo. 
A good giraffe skin is worth from 
$10 to $20 in Soutli Africa to-day, 
and much more in Europe. On tlieir 
hunting trips ten and 15 years ago 
it w as a common matter for one hun­ 
ter to kill 40 and 50 of these graeoiul 
animals in one dav. The reason for 
ft.' 
this is that the giraffe is the most in­ 
nocent of animals, and easily limited. 
They are absolutely defenseless, and 
there is hardlv a case on record wdiere 
a wounded giraffe turned upon the 
hunter. 
It is true they have great 
powers of speed, and they can dodge 
rapidly from tree to tree in the w'oods, 
but they offer such a fair marl: that 
these tactics hardly ever save them. 
Not until unusually frigktened docs 
the giraffe make its best speed, and 
then it is often too late, for tlie hvirner 
is upon it. There is really no element 
of danger connected w ith this sport, 
and that 
kes it less excitlngand at­ 
tractive to a true sportsman. Under 
certain circumstances it is possible 
to be injured with the powerful legs 
cf the giraife, wdiieh are capable of 
kicking a blow' that would kill a lion. 
The latter beast for this reason lakes 
good care to attack the giraffe at un­ 
expected moments. 
It takes a good horse to run down a 
giraffe, and if tlie least advantage is 
permitted the vrild creature the race 
is lost. Its peculiar gait is very un­ 
graceful and deceptive, but it covers 
the ground witli remarkable facility. 
In the open veldt the hunters always 
have tlie best of the race, but the 
giraffe when surprised makes instant- 
13’' for the forest, where tough vines 
and intermingling branches make 
travel difficult for the hunter, llie 
bushes and thorns tear and lacerate 
the skin of the horse, hut the toiigli 
skin of the giraffe is barely scratched. 
The creature wall tear a ]>atli through 
the toughest and thickest jungle, and 
never suffer in the least. 
This skin or hide of the animal is its 
chief article of value. No w'oiiucr that 
the bullets often fail to penetrate tliis 
skin, for it is from three-quarters to 
an inch Ibick, and as tough as it is 
thick. 
This skin when cured and 
tanned makes excellent leather for 
certain purposes. 
The Boers make 
riding whips and sandals out of the 
skins they do not send to Europe. 
The bones of the giraffe have also a 
commercial value. The leg bones are 
solid instead of hollow, and in Europe 
they are in great demand for manu­ 
facturing buttons and other bone ar­ 
ticles. The tendons of the giraffe are 
so strong that they will sustain an 
enormous dead w'eight, which gives to 
them pecuniary value. 
The extinction of the giraffe in 
South Africa is to be deplored, be­ 
cause the animal is peculiarly adapted 
to the wdlderness of forest and veldt, 
w'here it feeds on the giraffe acacia 
that nature seems to have raised spe­ 
cially for it.—Scientific American.
